Defendant in CPPm Trial Admits 
Throwing Bottle at Second Asian

DETROIT - The Vincent Chin 
trial continued in the Michigan fed- 
eral coUrtroom last week as more 
Witnesses Were called to the stand 
to give their account of the circum- 
Stances_ leading to Chin's tragic 
death . 

Defendants Roanld Ebens and 
Michael Nitz have been charged 
by a grand jury with violating Chin”s 
ciVil rights when they killed him 
with a baseball bat in 1982. 

VERY NERVOUS 

Highlighting last week's court 
Proceedings was defendant Nitz 
himself, who took the witness stand 
on Wednhesday- 

The defendant was，according 
to coUrtwatchers from American 
Citizens for Justice“very DerVous2?” 
When the prosecution attorneys be- 
gan their cross-examination . 

“He was rather inconsistent .. . 
SomewWhat evasiVe, ”salid a SpOKes- 
Person for ACJ，also adding that 
Nitz had a number of memory 
lapses during the questioning. 

Despite ,Signs of inconsistency， 
however Nitz did provide some 
detailed information about the 
earjlier stages of the fght，which 
have not been very clear. 

In his testimony, Nitz admitted 
to throwing a bottle at Jimmy Choi， 
Chin's friend，but missing him 
When he chased the two friends in 
the parking lot outside the Fancy 
Pants bar in Detrolt， 


This information about another 
attempted act of violence directed 
at an Asian American，Choi，may 
be very“helpful”for the prosecu- 
tors in demonstrating that the de- 
fendants had racial motives on the 
night of Chin's death, according to 
Jim Shimoura of ACTJ. 

Another testimony of particuar 
interest was given by Willie Davis， 
a Witness called by the prosecution . 
JDavis testifed that he knew Ebens 
When the defendants once owned a 
bar called Ron's Place in the north 
end of Detroit. 

Ten years ago,， Davis recounted 
before the court, he was the target 
of racial slurs when he walKked into 
abar called Jo-Jofs，which was near 
Ron's Place. According to Davis, a 
Black man, the racial remarks were 
Imade by three white men. 

“TI think you better leave”” said 
one man. Then another man，who 
Davis believes was Ebens，added 
“Yeah, you nigger YOU better leave2 

According to Shimoura, Daviss 
jdentification of one of the men as 
了 bens can be considered“'fairly ac- 
ctrate” for Davis lived_ behind 
Ron's Place and had seena Ebens 
before. 

HISTORY 

JDavis's account of the incident 
also may aid the prosecution in 
demonstrating racial motives by 
pointing out a particular history of 
racist attitudes in Ebens. 

In addition, one SUrprise witness

His plane“The Spirit of Over- 
Seas Chinese” in fact，wWas oOTlg1- 
nally designed for shortflghts. Built 
in 1979 at a cost of $90;000, it had 
fuel tanks whblch .could carry only 
80 gallons. The capaclity was later 
jincreased to 220 after Tsali dis- 
mantled the seating. It 1S nowW 
equipped with a long-distance navVi- 


gator radio, and even a computer to 
control the course.

theater directors voted to _ close 
down the site and begin a search for 
alternative Space. (上 E/W7- 9/21/83) 
Amid unfounded rumors of the

staff rallied _ together to _ continue 
efforts to provide almost a full sea- 
Son of productions. Plays for the 
1983-84 season Were put Up at sev- 
eral different locations.

The theater company has also 
run Into problems in its search for a 
Imore permanent new Site. Accord- 
ing to 玉 eith Choy，chair of the 
search committee, a major obstacjle 
has to do with the expectations of 
the audience, mostof which is Asian 
American. 

“We had trained Asian Ameri- 
cans to_come out to the Richmond 
[for our shows]” he laughed. Re- 
ferring to a site at Second and Mis- 
Slon Which had been briefy consid- 
ered，Choy noted,，“Not a lot of 
them would drive down that way.”

“We reallized 
the Site would need too much work 
or that we couldn't meet the fnan- 
cial conditions2” 

Meyers explained,“To bring it 
[the site] up to code and to renovate 
it would mean alot ofmoney. We do 
nothave the cash2 

JIn responsetothefinancial prob- 
lems faced by.the Asian American 
Theater Company and many other 
small theaters, the Board of Super- 
Vlsors recently passed a resolution 
establlishing a $100,000 revolving 
loan fund to be used to rehabilitate 
theater Spaces. 

“The theater needed that loan 
process badly” salid Meyers. But， 
he added qulickly, the company can- 
not afford to come UP with the 
DeceSSary Security for the loans 
available through the Program re- 
Sulting from Supervisor Louise 
Renne's proposal.， 

POSITIVE STEPS 

Though he admitted that many 
unfortunate times have beset the 
company，Meyers optimilstically 
pointed out that some positive steps 
have begun. One ls the possibility 
of the theater combining its Space 
needs with those of the 天 earny 
Street Workshop (which produces 
Visual arts) and the Asian American 
Dance Collective. 

With two meetings already 
Under the belt and another sched- 
uled shortly，Meyers said that the 
three groups are considering What 
the space wotld need and the likely 
Price tag. 

“With minority arts, funding is 
getting more difficult. We shouldn't 
be so isolated even though we're in 
different disciplines2” 

As community-based groups， 
Meyers asserted that the city ought 
to _ Support them，especially since 
they reflect an Asian American per- 
Spective rather than focusing on 
one ethnic group only.“An Asian 
American performing and visual 


arts Space Iay be easlier to get 
funding for”he speculated. 
LONG-ITERM 

While such a space 1ls a_ long- 
term conslideration 一 Perhaps fiveto 
ten years hence，noted the direc- 
tor 一 the company is devoting a loft 
of its energy into what to do in the 
interim . 

The board would like to fnd a 
Space for the season，but has not 
found one yet for the last scheduled 
Show. It also_ needs to increase its 
size from six to fifteen persons, and

Although there are two Bay Area 
productions based upon the Greek 
legend of Medea and Jason，they 
offer starkly contrasting approaches， 
both in style and theme. 

The Berkeley Repertory's 玉 a- 
DURz Medea (上 /W 6/24/84) employs 
a coimic prologue， 开 abuki-style 
Inovements，and innovative Use of 
lighting and costuming to melo- 
dramatize Medea's frenzy of re- 
Venge after her betrayal by Jason. 

The TIhbeatre of Yugen's Hedec 
is more closely in tune with the 
Greek tragic form. Medea is not the 
Imaster of her own fate, but a pawn 
of the gods. Jason, her two children 
and all mortals are helpless victims 
caught up in a predetermined chain 
of events. 

DAZZLE 
天 apxwAi Wedea opens up full of 


hope and Medea and her nurse- 
tease back and forth about her plan 
to dazzle Jason with her sorcery. 
Ledea begins bleakly with the nurse 
in a graveyard three years after 
Medea has killed Creon's daughter 
by sorcery and killed her own two 
children. 天 cpbxR; 上 fedea proceeds 
from light (hope) to darkness (trag- 
edy); 4fedea, from darkness (deathb) 
to light (understanding). 

Yugen's Wedea，well adapted to 
the Noh style by Carol Sorgenfrei， 
is a Very powerful and well-acted 
production. Pat Oyama is absolutely 
terrifying as Medea，who carries 
her feud with the goddess Hera, the 
Patroness of Jason and the goddess 
of the hearth，to 3a preordained 
bloodbath that will make her a god. 

CHORUS 

In KxpyRz MUfedea the Chorus is 

used to summarize events and to 
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comment upon the action of the 
play. In Medea the Chorus has a 
Imuch more important and interest- 
ing role 一 to expand upon and re- 
Veal the inner thoughts of Medea 
and，to 3a lesser extent，the nurse， 
Jason and Creusa. While one waits 
impatiently for the Chorus in Ka- 
pUR1L fedea to finish its recitation ， 
the ears are perked up attentive to 
the Medea Chorus so as not to miss 
a single thought. 

Larry Henderson as Jason and 
Brenda Aoki as Creusa deserve spe- 
cial mention. In Wedeac，the prin- 
cess Creusa is a _ Strong character， 
but one who is totally manipulated 
by Medea. Creusa is given a chance 
to renounce Jason, but Medea shows 
the audience clearly that fate and 
the preordained order will doom 
Creusa to a blazing death. 

As Jason, Henderson shows both 
the warrior's strength and the blind- 
ness that allows him to Underesti- 
Imate Medea's Powers. In the Berke- 
ley production，the Jason was too 
weak to make his allure seem plaus- 
ible. In Yugen's Medea Jason”s 
Strengths and weaknesses are 
brought out. 

DIRECTION 

Yuriko Doi'ss direction of Wedea 
js straightforward and underlines 
the text at just the right moments. 
This is one of the best productions

SAN FRANCISCO -=- In the 

.CUrrent real estate market，whbere 

the Price of an average San Fran- 
Cisco home has generally been esti- 
mated at$135$,000, fewer and fewer 
People are now able to _ purchase 
that “American dream >” 

， The sltuation is deteriorating as 
housing prices continue tO escalate 
faster than personal incomes; and 

_Projections are that by the next 
decade，home owners will consti- 
tute a select minority of the popu- 
lation . 

SCHEMES 

Meanwhile，many schemes and 
devices are being created to Pro- 
Imote buyer qualification in the face 

of ever-inreasing economic difficul- 
ties. Among the more effective ideas 
are eqtity-sharing progratms， 

Equity sharing involves co- 
Ownershlip，where one owner as- 
Sumes the primary role of fnancial 
backer and another owner partici- 
Pates as the user-occUupant. 

In the more narrow instances, 3 
tyPlcal representative of the 2Wser 
group would be upwardly mobile 
professionals，recent entrants into 


the varlous felds of sciences，tech- 


nologles and medicine. While com- 
manding an excellent salary，these 
recent graduates lack only the years 
of savings .required ,as down pay- 
ment and closing costs on a home.

On the other hand，a _ typical 
member of the ?zesior group comes 
from establishment:， doctors，law- 
yers, engineers, etc. whose acquired 
afHuence now seeks the security 
and tax advantages of real, estate 
Investments. But not wanting to 
aljter their life styles，these profes- 
Sionals tend to resist the burdens 
asSocCiated with real property Owner- 
shlp， 

They do not want tenant- 
Ianagement Problems，and they 
are also wary of anearly inescapable 
negatiVve cash fow that generally 
accompanies Small-unit investments 
(from one to four units) in the local 
Bay Area when the down payments 
does not exceed 20% of the pur- 
chase Price. 

By bringing these two parties 
together under a_ plan as equlty 
sharing，the goals of each of these 
can be Slimultaneously achieved. It 
essentially calls for an linvestor- 
owner and an Ooccupant-owner to 
purchase a Property together， each 
sharing in the costs of acquisition 
and ownership.
